stitute ca'not be passed. 


Governor La Follette sent in a veto 


of the Whitehead bill giving county 
judges a fee of |3.50 for -recording 
sales of .property of minors and others 
under guardianship.

The friends of the bill toad nothing 


new to offer as a reason for wanting 
the radical measure passed. 
They 


harped on the action of the state con-

der the system proposed. 


On the other hand, the opponents 


were ready to meet the supporters of 
the bill half way by trying the princi- 
ple on county lines.

Some of the opponents of the bill

him to act the part of dictator on leg 
islation.

Contents of Big Plant. 


The plant which was raided con-" 


tained several heavy stamping ma- 
chines, being very nearly as large anc 
valuable as those of the United States 


connection with the establishment giv- 
en over apparently to legitimate pur- 
poses; but in reality stocked with all 
the appliances which the counterfeit- 
ers needed in their work. The greater 
part of the plant was given to the coun- 
terfeiting of - notes . rather than coin, 
-but ..several molds, were found for the 
smaller gold pieces and 25-c.ent pieces. 
The authorities affirm that at least 
fourteen important plates, all of which 
are-such good impressions as to be a 
constant'source of danger, have been 
recovered, and the danger which is 
abolished by the capture of .these ren- 
ders" the work of the secret service 
markedly less difficult.

gratified, with the attitude assumed 
by the czar. 


He received' asurances today from 


Tokio announcing that there was no 
possibility of a rupture with Russia, 
but that on the other hand Japan re- 
ceived Russia's assurances on Man- 
churia with a. sense of 
satisfaction 


that amounted almost to' delight. 


Minister Takahira at • once visited 


Secretary Hay and laid before him a 
copy of the cable from Tokio. 
This 


incident, coupled with the complete 
change of front on the part of the 
semi official newspapers of Japan, has 
caused representatives of the various 
governments here as well as the Unit- 
ed States omcials to wonder whether 
Japan has not finally forced Russia 
to make overtures for a coalition of 
energies in regard to' matters in the 
far east and whether they will not 
soon be arrayed against the world 
for dominance in China. 


GEN. 
DEWET HAS 
LOST HIS REASON 


Unrelaxing Pursuit by British Reported 


to Have Underminid the Boer 


Leader's Mind. 


Cape Town, April 
11,—General 


Botha has re-opened negotiations with 
the British for peace. 


It is understood here that although 


General Dewet at his recent inter- 
view with Gen. Botha refused to sur- 
render,' General Botha, regarding him 
as irresponsible, undertakes to ne- 
gotiate in behalf of the entire Boer 
forces. 
The British authorities here 


consider" that if General Botha sur- 
renders, Dewet's following can easily 
be taken. 


As explained here, this action was 


determined in part .by Gen. Botha's 
discovery at a recent meeting that 
Jeneral Dewet's mind was weakening, 
and that his influence with his follow- 
ers was diminishing, .and that a con- 
inuance of the campaign, in view of 
General Dewet's irresponsibility, - rest- 
ed with General Botha alone.

New -York, April 11.—Fire was dis-

Present Cumbersome Methods. 


New York,' April 11.—Under the ti- 


tle of "The Trolley Age," 
Albert L. 


Johnson has contributed an article 
to the-current issue of the.

present time may be stated 
thus: 


•How shall 'transportation 
systems 


carry people, and the

"The general trend of the steam rail- 


road rate has been lower and lower 
every year. 
Nevertheless 
rates are 


still too high. 
The times and peo- 


ple demand that the charges must be 
lowered.

say we must start afresh—from the 
ground up—discarding the cumber- 
some and expensive operation now in 
use. 
We must adopt the electric 


system in which each individual car 
is supplied with its own motive pow- 
er, 'and can 'be run so often as is 
necesary with nothing to earn beyond 
its own cost of operation.

HOMES FOR DISABLED WORKINGMEN 


Gen. Booth-Tucker Negotiating with the Steel Trust 


to Take Care of Pensioned Employes. 


Washington, .Alpril 
li.;—General .1 


Frederick E. L. Booth-Tucker, com- 
mander of the Salvation army, is in 
negotiation with President Schwab, 
Pierpont Morgan and other officers of 
the great billion dollar steel trust with 
a view to arranging for the care of 
aged and injured employes of that 
corporation in .the agricultural cot 
oniejs now being maintained by that 
organization in the western states. 


The several corporations composing 


the new iron and steel trust have 
been spending an average of $200;000 
a year for the support of employes 
who- have been wholly or partially dis- 
abled by 'accidents in their services. 
The average pension paid', is $5 per 
week, which, amounts to about $250 
a year and $2,500 for ten years. 
The 


Salvation army proposes:'to 
take 


charge of the families of these pen- 


sioners, locate them.In.their colonies 
on the western, lands, .provide;them 
with comfortable homes and ten acres 
of land for $500 for each family. 


This money is not to be given, but 


only-loaned to the-Salvation 
army, 


which 
guarantees its 
• re-payment 


with a 5 per cent, interest to 
the 


steel trust at the expiration of ten 
years, with the understanding that it 
shall be. used for the location of 
other families upon slmlliar lands in- 
definitely. 
. 


The Salvation army gives nothing 


away! 
It requires all who accpet its 


charities to render a consideration for 
whatever they receive, on the theory 
'that free gifts have a tendency to 
'make paupers. 
Commander Tucker 


:desires to apply this theory to the 
pension system of the great corpora- 
tions and the railways of this country.

DOINGS OF THE LAW MAKERS, 


ILLINOIS. 


Wedoeiday, April 1O. 


A treasure was introduced 
into the 


house in the shape of a bill reported by 
the committee on insurance. This bill was 
sent in as a committee bill. That means 
that it bears the name of no member of 
the house as its author, but the commit- 
tee stands sponsor for it. The bill pro- 
poses to make the state superintendent 
of Insurance an elective officer; It pro- 
vides that in November, 1902, a'superin- 
tendent of insurance shall be elected In the 
same way that other state officers are 
chosen. The term of office Is fixed at four 
years. The salary of the superintendent 
is placed at 13,500 per year, and the duties 
of the proposed elective official are the 
same as those now devolving on the ap- 
pointed Incumbent of. the 
position. The 


elected insurance superintendent is re* 
quired by the bill to give a bond of 
$100,000. The Introduction of this bill called 
out animated discussion from both sides 
of the house.

For 
eign capital has "been seized, under 
cover of taxes, 'in any amount that the 
dictatoir was disposed to demand, and 
if the victim refused to pay he was 
cast into prison and his business con- 
fiscated. 


This was attempted with American 


investments at the ashphalt lakes, and 
when Minister Loomis tried to inter 
fere, trouble commenced. .The United 
States is in a position to, dictate terms 
to-'the erratic republic, and a little 
shaking up will do it good. 


The' trouble with Venezuela is that 


slie' is incapable of self government 
The country would toe better off if un 
der the protectorate 
of some iritelli 


gent power. ' Cuba is in a similiar 
position. 
The . island may civilize 


more rapidly because of location anc 
more. favorable siflroundings, but lef 
to its own "devices the experience of 
Venezuela would be repeated. 


Self government, on the part of a 


utttion, requires, not only a high order 
of intelligence,. but a -high order of 
confidence and appreciation as well. 
Venezuela lacks . both. 
She is sus- 


picious of foreigners; and of foreign 
enterprise. 
Cuba ia'troubled in the 


same way. , As a result, civilizing in-

Loubet Emphasizes Friendship of 


France for Czar, 


DECORATION 
IS 
GIVEN. 


Cram of the Legion of Honor Bestowed 


on Admiral—Crowds at Toulon Wit- 
ness the Arrival of the French Preal- 
de»*—Brilliant Jfaral Display. 


Paris, April 11.—The important fes- 


tivities attending President 
Loubet's 


visit to the Hiviera were -brought to i\ 
climax today in the double naval dem- 
onstration at Villefranche and Tou- 
lon. Both proved splendid spectacles. 
The profuse decoration at Toulon, the 
flotillas 
of 
pleasure boats 
flitting 


about the harbor, the gayly dressed 
warships lying in the roadstead and 
the animation of the immense crowHs 
of strangers jostling one another in 
the streets and along the wharves im- 
parted a color and picturasqueness.to 
the scene -which outvied the situation 
at Villefranche. The French people, 


- however, derived as much 
pleasure 


from the incidents at Villefranche as 
from the meeting of Loubet and the 
duke of Genoa at Toulon. "The Rus- 
sian squadron," says Le Journal De- 
'bats, "saluted the president on his de- 
parture for Toulon, so that Russia will 
be associated as completely as could 
1>e desired with the fetes on the Riv- 
iera. Those who have spoken about 
the coolness of .two friendly and allied 
countries are now compelled to admit 
that they took the desire for the real- 
ity. 
Those who contended that Rus- 


sia wished to manifest hostility toward 
the Franco-Italian rapprochement now 
have proof to the contrary in the fact 
that the Russians came to salute the 
president at the very moment when 
the fetes at Toulon, sealing this rap- 
prochement, were about to take place." 


Praise for Russia. 


Loubet fully appreciates the value 


of the French set word "ally," in con- 
nection -with the relations of France to 
Russia, and he again took an oppor- 
tunity to pronounce it on board the 
Alexander II. this morning. When ac- 
cepting tea from Admiral Birileff, ha 
said: "I am very much pleased that 
his majesty, the emperor, has sent a 
squadron to salute the president of the 
French republic. I am very grateful 
for this mark of sympathy, and I raise 
my glass to the health of their majes- 
ties, the emperor and empress, and to 
the friendly and allied Russian 
na- 


tion, and to the prosperity of the Rus- 
sian army." Admiral Birlleft suitably 
responded, toasting "the president of 
the French republic, the prosperity of 
la 'belle France, my second fatherland, 
and the glory of the French navy and 
army." The ceremony of decorating 
Admiral Birileff with the cross of the 
Legion of Honor was performed in the 
presence of the whole crew. Loubet 
then embraced the admiral and ex- 
pressed regret that the previously fixed 
hour for his arrival at T.oulon pre- 
vented his making a detailed, inspec- 


. tion of the Russian flagship. All the 


officers of the flagship were presented 


• 
to Loubet, who shook hands with each 
one. 


Partlnc Salute Flrutl. 


The Alexander II was the first to fire a 


parting salute as the St; Louis steamed 
out of the bay, and the crews manned 
the Russian warships when the 
St. 


•Louis passed, shouting seven 
times, 


"Vive' la Republique," or raising seven 
hurrahs. Simultaneously the trumpets 
Wared, and there was a great beating 
of drums. After Loubet's departure 
Admiral Birileff entertained the local 
ofBcials on board the Alexander II. The 
general program at Toulon was carried 
out •without a hitch. Tne duke of Ge- 


, 
noa and the Italian officers and sailors 
met with a flattering welcome, the 
French seamen fraternizing with- the 
•Italians on shore. Every desire was 
shown on iboth sides to cultivate 
a 


mutual good feeling. Extracts 
from 


the Italian press evincing satisfaction 
over the events at Toulon and express- 
Ing a hope that these will result in 
drawing the two countries closer to- 
gether are extensively reproduced in 
and indorsed by the French press to- 
day. 


CHINA BACKED BOXERS. 


American Bible Society Agent Sayi Ma«- 


•acren Hnd Imperial Sanction. 


New York, April 11.—The annual re- 


port of the ' American Bible 
society 


relative to the situation in China will 
contain the following interesting state- 
ments from its agent in China, the 
Rev. John R. Hykes, D. D.: "There 
was a deep and cunningly laid plot; 
under imperial sanction, to extirpate 
Christianity, expel all foreigners and 
destroy all foreign interests. No .one 
divined the full extent of the iniquity 
which was deliberately contemplated. 
In all, 183 protestant missionaries, in- 
cluding sixty men, seventy-five women 
and forty-eight 
children, have been 
massacred-. 


"With the exception of the massa- 


cres at Kuchoo, in 'Chekiang, in which 
eleven persons, were killed, and 
at 


Hengchoo, in Hunan, all of the deaths 
occurred in the northern provinces. 


MoTement Against Foreigner*. 


"The question has been raised 
at 


home as to whether the. Boxer upris- 
ing was antiforeign or antimissionary 
In its character. No doubt exists in 
the mind of any well-informed person 
!n China. The movement was un- 
doutedly against foreigners 
as such, 


and the crusade was directed against 
everything 
foreigner-Christianity, of 


course, included. Hsu Ching Cheng 
and Yuen Chang, two ministers of the 
foreign office, would not transmit the 
awful edict, which reiterated the order 


to "painfully extirpate all, foreigners,* 
but changed it so as to read 'protect 
all foreigners,' and then sent it flying 
over the wires to the remotest prov- 
inces. They were sentenced to be cut 
in two. Missionaries were the class 
that benefited by this act of heroism. 
The fact that every missionary 
es- 


caped from fourteen out of the eight- 
een provinces would indicate that the 
crusade was not specially antimission- 
ary. 


Property Looted and . Burned. 


"In the provinces of Chili and Shansi 


every, school, hospital, chapel and 
dwelling was looted and burned by the 
Boxers or imperial troops, the only 
exception being the property In the for- 
eign settlement of Tientsin. So com- 
plete was the demolition of property 
by these mad fanatics that not a ves- 
tige was left to mark the site; even 
the foundations were dug up and car- 
ried away. There was also destruction 
of mission property in the provinces 
of 
Shensi, Hotan, 
Huaii, Hupeh, 


Kiangsi, Chekiang and Kwantung. The 
native Christians have been the worst 
sufferers. Those who escaped the gen- 
eral slaughter In the northern prov- 
inces lost absolutely everything and 
many of them are perishing from cold 
and starvation. - 


"The scriptures destroyed will ag- 


gregate not less than 100,000 volumes, 
and the actual loss to the society will 
not be less than ?S,000 or $10,000 gold, 
including the necessary . expense - of 
getting workers to places of safety and 
back again to their stations. 


"All of our foreign superintendents 


were saved. We have to mourn the 
loss of many noble and' devoted native 
workers._ They were warned of the 
risk they were running, but not a man 
of the noble band of eighteen flinched. 
Their reply was, 'We go on a colport- 
age tour. 
God's will 'be done.' Only 


four of the eighteen returned 
from 


journey. The 'homes of these martyrs 
were looted and burned and their fam- 
ilies exterminated." 


SIGNING OF TREATY POSTPONED. 


Russian Newspaper Makes Frank State- 


ment cm Question. 


St. Petersburg, April ' 11, 3 p. m.— 


The Russian press is abandoning that 
reserve with which it first discussed 
the government's declaration on the 
subject of Manchuria. It now declares 
that the joy with which the British 
press greeted China's refusal to sign 
the Manchurian agreement has merely 
postponed the signing of a new under- 
standing with China, since the conven- 
tion would be advantageous to China, 


One 
paper says: "Our London 


friends overlooked,the fact that in dis- 
suading the signing of the agreement 
they did not hasten the evaucation of 
Manchuria, but strengthened Russlia's 
position," 


New York, April 10.—A dispatch to 


the Tribune from London says: Re- 
ports of an outbreak of fresh rebellion 
in China are not confirmed, and 
are 


attributed to Earl Li's disconsolate re- 
flection that everything will go wrong 
since his advice has not been heeded. 
The more trustworthy dispatches in- 
dicate a steady progress at Pekin in 
the direction of a settlemen by which 
the court can speedily return to the 
capital. Count von Waldersee is keep- 
ing the 
commanders of the 
allied 


forces together, and an agreement on 
all essential points is already assured. 


There seems to be some hope that 


the Chinese empire is taking to' heart 
the lesson it has 
been so roughly 


taught, if one may judge from the list 
of reforms proposed by provincial vice- 
roys and governors. The scheme in- 
cludes the education abroad of princes 
and future high officials, as well 
as 


the organization of the army on west- 
ern 
models, and other 
innovations 


tending in the direction of greater se- 
curity and administrative 
efficiency. 


The indemnity negotiations are pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily, and a clear un- 
derstanding is reported to have been 
arrived at between England' and Ger- 
many. • 


Stopped by the Police. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 11.—Emma 


Goldman, the anarchist, was to' have 
made a speech on "Trade Unionism" 
at Standard Hall last night, but the 
police used force 
in preventing her 


from entering the hall. Miss Goldman 
is indignant today and announces that 
she will'yet speak in this city despite 
the police. 


Mitchell Not to Resign.

port from. Hazleton, Pa., that John Mit- 
chell, president of the 
United Mine 


Workers of America is about to resign 
to accept a position, with a. Pennsyl- 
vania life-insurance company, . with 
headquarters at Philadelphia, is denied 
at the miners' national headquarters 
here.

St. Joseph, Mo., April 11.—Conrad 


Krug, salesman for the Huttig-Moss 
Manufacturing company, accidentally 
shot himself at an early hour this 
rcorning while chasing a burglar, and 
died three hours later.
